Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: the applicant has seemed to mix the several 
embodiments together: 

Claims 14 (particularly fig. 19) and 16 (particularly fig. 23-24) appear to pertain to 

the 2nd embodiment. 

Claims 15 (particularly fig. 14) pertain to the 1st embodiment, but are dependent 
of claim 14. 

Claim 1 7 (particularly fig. 27) pertains to the 3^^^ embodiment. 

These are just examples of how the different embodiments are claimed. 

The different embodiments are: 

1) 1st embodiment: Figures 2-18 

2) 2nd embodiment: Figures 19-22 

3) 3rd embodiment: Figures 25-27

U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
